Post Office Competition 


Your May issue carried on the “Com- 
munications” page an article on “Post 
Office Competition.” Too many printers 
still labor under that old delusion that 
the government is in direct competition 


with the 
printing. 

Envelope printing is done under con- 
tract by a private printer or printers. So 
far as the writer knows, there is only one, 
and at one time this printer was located 
in Dayton, Ohio. All envelope printing 
is sent to this source by the post office 
department or through the postmasters 
and the printing done at the price his 
contract with the government outlines. If 
the printing charge is 2lc for 500, you 
can rest assured that printer is making a 
profit, or he would fold up.

Where government competition comes 
in is in the delivery of those printed en- 
velopes. The Dayton printer can send a 
shipment of printed envelopes to my town 
postage free. If this office sends a ship- 
ment of printed envelopes to a customer 
in Dayton we have to pay a stiff parcel 
post rate from Florida to Ohio. 

The post office department cries that 
they lose money on all classes of mail 
except first class—yet they burden the 
mails with free parcel post matter. There 
is no reason why the post office depart- 
ment should give free postage on one 
type of printed matter used by a business 
house.

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Editorial: The Future Is Still Bright 


WHAT will the general business 
conditions be like for the second half 
of the year 1952, and how will they 
affect the graphic arts industry? 
These, as well as many other puzzling 
questions relative to our economy, are 
in the minds of many in the industry. 
For, in the main, the fortunes of the 
printing and allied businesses “rise or 
decline in relation to the economy as a 
whole.” 

Answers to these questions were 
given in an excellent and studied ad- 
dress before the Eastern Seaboard 
Conference of the Graphic Arts Indus- 
tries, April 25, in Atlantic City, by 
Dr. Robert A. Love, of the City College 
School of Business and Civic Adminis- 
tration. 

“One thing is fairly certain,” said 
Dr. Love at the outset of his talk, “the 
average printer as a smaller and high- 
ly competitive businessman must de- 
pend to a great extent on his ingenuity 
and management skills rather than on 

eneral economic conditions. He must 
be a keen student of the market for 
printing and be prepared to place the 
emphasis of his marketing and produc- 
tion effort where it will do him the

most good. Printing plants and their 
equipment represent a relatively large 
and inflexible capital investment. 
Whatever flexibility exists must neces- 
sarily be in the actions of printing 
management. This requires an acute 
sensitivity to the market, constant re- 
examination of selling and production 
emphasis and analysis of trends in 
specific businesses comprising his cus- 
tomers. More so than in most other 
businesses, the printer determines his 
own success or failure. Because of this, 
even in good times some printers fall 
behind—while in bad times some print- 
ers still move ahead. Despite this abil- 
ity of the printer to build his own 
opportunity, the fact is that the results 
of his efforts will be conditioned by 
developments in other businesses which 
will in turn be affected by the com- 
posite of development in all business. 
I can understand, therefore, your in-

writing of the copy, production of art- 
work, and suggestions as to how the 
job can be done most economically 
and without sacrificing any of its final 
effectiveness. 

It is an axiom at Cornay’s that direct 
mailing pieces must “look important” 
to be effective. There must be an “extra 
something” that “pays off.” This may 
be accomplished by the use of a cer- 
tain combination of colors in ink and 
paper, a stock that is different, an ex- 
tra color, an unusual fold or die-out. 
Somehow the commonplace must be 
eliminated. 

The Press of H. N. Cornay since 
1937, has been publishing a house or- 
gan, called Impressions. This is widely 
known for the text, and for its attrac- 

‘tive format and appearance. A very 
‘familiar scheme is used to keep down 
‘the cost on this publication, although 
in this instance the printer is his own 
customer. Although the same cover 
design has been used issue after issue 
‘and year after year, the ink color and 
‘the stock are changed each time. “We 
have seldom repeated a color scheme 
on the cover in the 168 times /mpres- 
sions has appeared,” said Mr. Cornay. 


Low Cost Effectiveness 


Getting a desired effectiveness in 
printing without it costing a lot has 
been the Cornay way of meeting price 
competition. In this plant they made 
the discovery that there is much more 
to printing than simply applying ink 
to paper, regardless of the process 
used. It was revealed that, in this plant 
at least, operations other than press- 
work, with all materials included, rep- 
resented 35 to 50% of the total cost 
of the job. In his address before the 
recent Southern Graphic Arts Conven- 
tion at Knoxville, Tenn., Mr. Cornay 
had this to say: 

“We have a fertile field for cost re- 
ductions in the other operations in- 
volved in printing besides applying ink

to paper. For instance, the preparatory 
and finishing operations, which are 
common to all printing processes, have 
hidden in them great inefficiencies and 
enormous waste. Better and more eco- 
nomical methods of copy preparation, 
art production, platemaking, either 
letterpress or lithography, pre-make- 
ready and pre-register for letterpress 
have enormous possibilities for holding 
our costs down without the major cap- 
ital investment of a whole new process. 
The similar possibilities of like econ- 
omies in the bindery and finishing de- 
partments are also limited only by 
one’s imagination.” 


Study Expansion Carefully 


Mr. Cornay is very emphatic in re- 
minding any printer who is contem- 
plating expanding his facilities, per- 
haps planning to install an entirely 
new process—offset, for example, 
platemaking equipment as well as 
presses—that he should not forget the 
necessity for meeting sharp competi- 
tion. With this new and larger invest- 
ment in equipment, the printer will 
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need a great deal more business than 
he has had before to make it pay and 
pay for it. He should hesitate about 
buying at all if it actually handicaps 
him in the competition that he faces. 

In his Knoxville address, this suc- 
cessful New Orleans printer warned 
of an apparent uncertainty about cost 
in the offset field, particularly in plate- 
making. He cited an instance where, 
at his suggestion, four lithographers 
estimated the cost of color separations 
and plates on an 18x24-inch painting 
in a hotel room. The estimates of the 
four ranged from $175 to $1,600, with 
neither of the four at all certain he 
was right. 

In a booklet distributed during the 
25th anniversary celebration of the 
Press of H. N. Cornay in 1951 appear 
comments from customers of the firm 
that support the owner’s contention 
that successful selling in the printing 
field is not “price selling.” Brief quotes 
from some of the comments follow: 

R. F. Leon (Southern Cotton Oil 
Co., manufacturers of Wesson Oil):

“Quality, and the service that makes 
that quality available when you want 
it, is what counts. We get that from 
the Press of H. N. Cornay.” 

No class of printing has been sub- 
ject to price competition any more 
than labels, so much so as to make 
their production a “headache” to most 
printers. Cornay sells labels by the 
billions annually and at a profit. They 
are able to produce them, however, in 
line with competition—making use of 
the two Miehle 41 two-colors with a 
most watchful eye on other factors of 
preparation and of finishing. 

Charles Nehlig (vice-president of 
Blue Plate Foods, Inc.) is one of Cor- 
nay’s label customers. He says: “Labels 
of superior quality and exacting uni- 
formity are a must with Blue Plate. 
We depend on Cornay to provide us 
annually with millions of labels— 
every one of which meets those im- 
portant requirements.” Another boost 
from James F. Ballard (Phillips’ Milk 
of Magnesia): “We demand and get 
quality and dependability from the 
Press of H. N. Cornay in our labels 
and wrappers. They must equal the 
high quality of our own product.” 

A. H. Fay (sales promotion manager 
for Asbestone Corporation) credits 
this New Orleans printer with “taking 
our ideas, working them into attrac- 
tive sales literature and delivering a 
product of superior quality with little 
worry on our part.” 

Mr. Cornay insists on “careful man- 
agement studies” before investing in 
new equipment and new processes. He 
admits an interest in recent develop- 
ments in gravure printing, “particu- 
larly the small multi-color units, which 
in some branches of our industry are 
already indicating a significant answer 
to cost and volume production.” He 
also foresees “possibilities for produc- 
tion both from an economical and 
quality standpoint in large volume 
multi-color printing” with newly de- 
veloped sheet-fed rotary units.

4 EW people, except the morbidly inclined, like to dwell 
upon the inevitability of death. Yet one of the un- 
pleasant duties of every printing plant owner is the neces- 
sity of contemplating the fate of his business when he dies. 
And this, in turn, is closely associated with a personal 
consideration of what will happen to his wife when death 
terminates his management tenure. 


Just what will happen to your plant when you die? Do 
you really know? Can you make a shrewd guess, based 
on a knowledge of the probabilities and of the experience 
of others? While this may be the final management prob- 
lem confronting a business, and first to face a woefully 
unprepared and mourning widow, common sense dictates 
the problem be met and, if possible, be solved well in ad- 
vance of death. Death, for each of us, is no respecter of

mortality tables. The young printer, 
no less than the older one, needs to 
give this subject high priority now. 

All too often a prosperous small 
plant, even a large one, virtually dies 
with its owner’s death. Frequently the 
widow, who has been accustomed to 


~, a comfortable living, finds within a 


year of her husband’s death that only 
county relief or an old-age pension 
stands between her and starvation and, 
often, with growing bitterness in her 
heart. Nor is this the lot only of the 
widows of marginal plant owners. 
Many’s the widow of a once highly 
successful printer who is no less un- 
fortunate. 


A Printing Plant Is Different 


Superficially, a printing plant owner 
May consider his business no different 
than a hardware store, grocery or 
other similar venture. There is reason 
to believe that a good many printers 
so think of their business. A plant 
_ without thinking the matter 


rough, and without taking into con- 
Sideration the peculiarities of his busi- 
Mess, may conclude that, upon his 
death, he is transferring a going busi- 
fess to his widow. He may assume 
that it will continue to show a net 
return comparable to what the busi- 
ness enjoyed in his lifetime. 

The sad fact of the matter is that a 
small printing shop which provided 
the owner and his family with a com- 
fertable living of, let’s say, $7,500, 
very likely will close its doors on the 
death of the owner, never to reopen. 

While some businesses may be con- 
tinued upon the owner’s death, this 
prospect is much more remote for a 
printing shop. And this likelihood in- 
creases in inverse ratio to its size. 
That is, the smaller the shop, the 
greater the impact on it of the own- 
er’s death. 

Upon the death of the shop owner, 
the business has lost the personal serv-

ices of its guiding hand. A substantial 
part of the earnings of the plant—if 
it is non-corporate—are traceable to 
these personal services. Upon the death 
of the owner, his services must be sub- 
stituted by hired help. Even if this 
help is competent it may cut earnings 
in two or more. That is, from this point 
out, net earnings must be divided be- 
tween the new ownership (the widow 
or other heirs) and hired management. 
In the past these two contributions to 
the shop came from one individual: 
the plant owner. 

This circumstance is equally true of 
the smallest printing shop and of 
larger non-corporate plants. It may 
even be true of the closely-held family 
corporation where, in fact, active man- 
agement and ownership are practically 
identical. That is, the principal corpo- 
rate owner’s salary is lost to his fam- 
ily as certainly as though it were re- 
flected directly in plant net earnings. 


Two Reasons for Earnings 


Thus, and it cannot be emphasized 
too often, the printing plant’s net earn- 
ings are actually a reward for both 
personal services and capital invest- 
ment, and not the latter alone. This 
is an important fact to keep in mind 
because, in the case of a widow, her 
only contribution to the plant she in- 
herits may be that of capital provider. 

Even though, as a going business, a 
printing plant may, under certain con- 
ditions, be sold at a substantial profit 
and with money changing hands for 
good-will, this prospect quickly dimin- 
ishes with the death of the owner. So 
it is not safe for a printer to assume 
that that attractive offer he once turned 
down represents the price his wife can 
command for the business upon his 
death. 

If, however, the widow resists selling 
the business, she may be in for a bad 
time of it. She may attempt to run the 
shop herself and try to avoid hiring

management. Few widows, except those 
who have been active in the manage- 
ment in the past, are equal to the task. 
Even if the widow has been employed 
during her husband’s life in the office, 
she may not be able to hold up his 
end in the plant. He, in fact, may have 
been one of only two or three skilled 
workers. 

This plight of a widow who is heir 
to a plant she cannot continue orig- 
inates long before the death of her 
husband. It is inherent in the nature 
of the business. That many widows 
have been able to continue many small 
retail ventures upon the death of the 
husband should not mislead printers 
into concluding that a printing plant 
is no more complex, management-wise. 
A printer’s widow may be thoroughly 

competent in the office and be hope- 
lessly inadequate from the plant stand- 
point, and this can quickly break her. 


Revise Thinking on Estate 


' Because of the peculiar circum- 
stances already outlined, a printer is 
‘under moral obligation to revise and 
modify his thinking in terms of his 
prospective estate. He should consider 
every possible method by which his 
plant may be continued after his 
death. If these avenues are closed to 
him, he should then concentrate, so 
far as possible, in building an estate 
outside of his business which will as- 
sure his wife a decent living upon his 
death. The nature of the printing busi- 
mess makes such planning imperative. 

Regardless of the book value of a 
printing plant, a printer should con- 
stantly remind himself that its worth 
will probably drop drastically upon his 
death, unless a workable method is 
found to continue it. And even then, 
earnings will probably fall because of 
demands of hired management or the 
introduction of an active partner. The 
late plant owner’s family will have 
take-home earnings reduced by the 


amount of the cash value of the de- 
ceased’s personal services to the busi- 
ness. This fact, too, cannot be stressed 
too often. 

In contemplation of death, a printer 
may incorporate his business and take 
in a reliable employee by selling him 
a small block of stock, and with an 
opportunity gradually to buy more 
stock as time goes on. It is a charac- 
teristic of many smaller printing plants 
that they provide no future for anyone 
except the owner. As a result the most 
competent employees often drift away 
after a few barren years. Such a buy- 
in plan can also have immediate favor- 
able effects on the plant. It can pro- 
vide the most competent employee with 
an incentive to exert himself, even 
though his investment is nominal. 


Consider a Partnership 


Or if, for legal reasons, incorporat- 
ing is not desirable, a printer may de- 
velop an employee to the point where 
he can be offered a small partnership 
interest. This, provided the shop is 
large enough to warrant more than one 
owner drawing profits. In weighing 
this factor, it is well to remember that 
the bulk of such a new partner’s net 
earnings would otherwise be wages, 
anyway. Only a small part of his part- 
nership earnings would, in fact, be 
profit on investment. 

Such a partnership will ensure the 
business having skillful management 
after the founder’s death and at a crit- 
ical period in the plant’s history. Even 
if it is contemplated the shop will 
eventually be sold, after the death of 
the founder, this will provide manage- 
ment which can conserve assets and 
result in a better price for the estate. 

A good many plants, large and 
small, have been kept going for gen- 
erations by introducing sons and 
grandsons into the business as part- 
ners. This occurs as rapidly as they 
demonstrate ability, and long before

the demise of senior firm members. Of 
course, there is always the possibility 
that offspring will show no capacity 
for the business whatsoever, and such 
a partnership would solve nothing. On 
the other hand, a good many sons are 
denied any partnership claims for too 
many years. If they have the kind of 
stuff the business is someday going to 
need, they strike out on their own. 
Making such a partnership too diff- 
cult can be as disastrous as making it 
too easy. 

If none of the foregoing steps are 
possible, it may be best to get recon- 
ciled to the prospect the business, 
upon the owner’s death, may be dis- 
posed of at a considerable loss. As a 
going business, a printing shop may 
drop rapidly in value, once the guiding 
hand is removed from the throttle. 
This is particularly true if the widow, 
without experience in the business, 
tries to keep it going and is at the 
mercy of indifferent employees. The 
sooner such a venture is liquidated, 
the less will be the loss. 


Outside Sources of Income 


In anticipation of such a situation, 
a printer might be better advised to 
try to develop outside sources of in- 
come which can pass intact—and with- 
out being sacrificed—to the widow. 
Granted a printer wants to expand, 
expansion is only a means to an end 
and is not an end in itself. It can be 
most imprudent—in terms of building 
an estate—to put all funds into a plant, 
if there is no one to carry on the busi- 
ness in event of the owner’s death. 

Thus, a printer, mindful of his sol- 
emn obligations to his widow and per- 
haps dependent children, should give 
some thought to diversifying his hold- 
ings. An extra $5,000 invested to pay 
off a mortgaged home, estate-wise, may 
be a better investment than a like 
amount plowed back into an already 
well-financed printing plant. 


A substantial life insurance policy 
should be a must. Even young plant 
owners should protect their family 
with as much life insurance as pos- 
sible. The quick cash which such in- 
surance provides makes it possible for 
the widow to avoid immediate hard- 
ships. It will give her funds with which 
to carry on while trying to dispose of 
the business to the best advantage. 
Many a printing plant has been sold 
at a sacrifice greater than otherwise 
necessary because of lack of funds for 
the immediate, pressing personal needs 
of survivors. If death has been pre- 
ceded by a lingering illness, possibly 
hospitalization, the business is often 
already drained of funds before death. 

An unmortgaged rental property 
may not earn as much, dollar for dol- 
lar of investment, as having the same 
amount of money straddling two or 
three properties heavily mortgaged. 
However, the former will provide a 
widow with at least a minimum as- 
sured income, uncomplicated by the 
worries of mortgage payments and 
possible foreclosure. 


Expect to Live Forever 


One attorney having wide experi- 
ence in estate problems characterized 
the thinking of businessmen thus: 
“Almost every one manages his affairs 
on the egotistical assumption he has a 
contract with His Maker for the Bib- 
lical three score and ten years of life.” 
Then, as an afterthought, he added: 
“Even when they reach 70 they behave 
as though they’d just negotiated a ten- 
year renewal.” 

Almost invariably, he explained, the 
estates that men plan for sharply de- 
preciate when the final accounting is 
made. Usually this is because there 
has not been enough planning, and 
enough anticipating of eventualities 
that could have been foreseen. A man’s 
net worth, too often, is dependent upon

niline printing 
enters the carton field 


A talk given to the Chicago Section of TAPPI, February 11, by 
F. A. Dick, Interchemical Corporation, Printing Ink Division. 


ROBABLY the greatest handicap the aniline printing 

system must overcome is its name which, incidentally, 
is a complete misnomer. In the twenties and thirties, coal- 
tar or aniline dyes were used. These had such a low degree 
of light fastness and resistance to water bleed, etc., that 
the system was shunned except for the cruder forms of 
printing such as grocery and notion bags, counter rolls 
and the like. Today, 80 per cent of all aniline inks are 
pigmented, and generally are equal to their “oil” counter- 
parts in every way. 

The Packaging Institute has appointed a committee to 
coin a new name for this system. Until the word “aniline” 
has been replaced by a kinder, more truly descriptive 
term, many people will continue to display unjustified 
resistance.

line system. An English gentleman 
named Bibby procured a patent in 
1890 for a method of printing on rolls 
of paper from a molded rubber plate. 
His inks were made from glucose and 
water, and, since they smeared, bled 
in water, and remained permanently 
sticky, the idea died a-borning. In 
1908, an Alsatian named Holweg had 
the happy thought that ethyl alcohol 
had no effect on molded natural rub- 
ber and yet was an excellent solvent 
for the brilliant, strong basic dyes such 
as victoria blue and rhodamine. Etha- 
nol is still our standard aniline solvent, 
although the dyes have, for the most 
part, been replaced by pigments. 

The advent of cellophane and the 
plastic films during the late thirties 
provided the aniline system with its 
greatest boost. The rapid drying of a 
lacquer-type ink was mandatory, since 
no absorption of ink vehicle occurs. 
The transparent nature of these films 
denies toleration of any offsetting or 
blocking. Gravure is practical only for 
Tong runs. 


Presses 


Now for some facts about aniline 
presses in general. They have been 
made in widths from two inches to over 
ten feet, with cylinder circumferences 
as high as six feet. They have been 
built into lines which run at 1,500 feet 
per minute and as slow as 16 feet per 
minute. They print everything from 
wall board to Scotch tape. They vary 
from homemade contraptions made 
from haywire and angle iron to elabo- 
rate six-color presses with automatic 
ink back-off, electronic register and 
flying paster. Current designs for car- 
ton printing generally follow the 
“straight line” system which “prints 
down” and cuts and creases from 
above. This eliminates bending of 
stock, provides maximum observation 
at each unit, and lends itself nicely 
to additional processing units without 
frame changes. The strides that such 


units have made in less than four years 
are truly amazing—millions of milk 
containers have been produced. “Six- 
bottle” soft drink and beer carriers, 
and picnic cups and plates are the lat- 
est converts, at production costs that 
virtually eliminate sheet-fed competi- 
tion. A recent innovation which holds 
undeniable promise is the printing of 
filled and pasted corrugated boxes. 
This process prints four sides of the 
box (en route to the shipping plat- 
form) from vertical units impossible 
by other printing methods, and has 
resulted in a reduction in shipping 
case inventory of 70% for one particu- 
lar customer. 

Enough of these startling generali- 
zations. Let us examine the details of 
the process one by one. 


Plates and Rollers 


Both of these are customarily now 
made from natural rubber if alcohol 
systems are employed. There are, how- 
ever, some who have refused to go 
back to natural after war-enforced 
shortages forced them to learn to han- 
dle such synthetics as Buna N. The 
latter does not wear as well and shows 
less resilience, but gives more con- 
sistent molding performance and has 
better resistance to solvent other than 
ethyl alcohol. Neoprene is often pre- 
ferred as a roller material to either of 
the above. Plates are normally of 45 to 
55 shore Durometer hardness, the 
transfer roller about 60 and fountain 
roller much harder, usually around 80. 

Many presses now come equipped 
with “Anilox” systems. In this process, 
the rubber transfer roller is replaced 
by a chrome plated steel roller which 
has been screen-etched. The minute 
cups which carry the ink to the plate 
permit more constant settings and 
sharper printing. A doctor blade is 
also sometimes employed with the 
“Anilox” roller. 

Platemaking has rapidly become an 
art in itself. Efficient and precise grind- 
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ers are available, and pre-press, in 
which highlights and small type are 
dropped .003 below solids, is now pos- 
sible. Special variations are pre-curved 
metal-backed plates and wire mesh 
impregnated plates which strap onto 
plate cylinders in the same manner 
that tympan paper is fastened to the 
impression cylinder of letterpress 
equipment. The latter permits speedy 
makeready and simple repositioning. 

The industry is still clamoring for 
more resistant plate material which 
would permit wider use of more potent 
solvents such as the ketones, esters, 
and aromatic hydrocarbons. 


Inks 


Aniline inks fall into two basic 
systems—water and alcohol. Both dry 
extremely fast, being based on the 
“lacquer” principle which involves 
evaporation of solvent to achieve “set.” 
Compare your wife’s nail polish to 
_ paint, and you have a correlation be- 
' tween the drying of aniline and “oil” 


' inks. 


Ethyl alcohol, sometimes boosted 
with small amounts of other cosolvents, 
is normally employed as the primary 
thinner. Film formers are such alcohol- 
soluble resins as shellac. These bind- 
ers should have some tolerance for 
water dilution, since the ethanol will 
normally absorb moisture from the air 
and gradually lose potency during hu- 
mid weather. Pigments are incorpo- 


rated by means of suitable dispersing 
methods such as ball, pebble or other 
closed grinding systems. 

Water-type inks normally employ 
alkali-soluble starches as primary 
binder. The alkalizing agent is rela- 
tively volatile which ultimately ren- 
ders the deposited ink fairly resistant 
to water bleed. These inks are fiat, 
tinctorially weak, and rub easily when 
compared to their ethanol cousins. 
Their big use is in gift wraps, kraft 
coatings, and specialty items where 
heat resistance and absence of odor 
are of paramount importance, 

Actually, 80 per cent of aniline ink 
currently used is of the ethanol-shel- 
lac-pigment type. 

Advantages of the Aniline System 
as applies to the carton field: 

Briefly, these are (1) low capital 
investment, (2) relatively easy train- 
ing of operators, (3) integrated plate- 
making, (4) fast job changeover, (5) 
elimination of offset and sticking, (6) 
less odor. 

We will take them up in order: 

An in-line carton aniline printing, 
cutting and creasing machine will cost 
from one-half to three-quarters as 
much as flat-bed or rotary letterpress 
equipment. 

A young man of normal aptitude 
can be trained in aniline printing far 
faster than in corresponding letter- 
press work. In many cases, it has been 
advisable to start a capable novice 
who does not have to “unlearn” the 
extra impression normally used with 
letterpress. Aniline printing requires 
a “kiss” impression and more precise 
but much less makeready. 

Actually, 90 per cent of makeready 
can and should be done by the plate 
department. Since plate cylinders are 
quickly replaced, jobs can be mounted 
and positioned prior to actually run- 
ning. Equipment is available at low 
cost. 

Drying apparatus behind each print- 
ing unit eliminates smear, stick and 
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Miller letterpresses are known for their speed, ease of operation, 
and quality production. Another important factor that must be con- 
sidered, with floor space at such a premium, is compactness. No 
other letterpresses of comparable sheet size are so compact. The 
dimensions of the presses in operating position are shown below:

offsetting. Perfect trapping naturally 
follows. Most inks, containing no oxi- 
dizable ingredients, are relatively odor- 
free when compared to their “oil” 
counterparts. 


Handicaps 


The big bugaboo is, of course, rub- 
ber plates. Practically speaking, 
screens finer than 80 line cannot be 
run in production. This eliminates 
100-line process carton printing cur- 
rently in vogue. 

Secondly, a web feed demands spe- 
cific cut-off length. Although plate 
cylinders are quickly replaced within 
the unit to change cut-off length, it is 
necessary to have three or four (de- 
pending on number of colors) of each 
required circumference. 

A third factor, similarly aggravated 
by the mandatory rubber plate, in- 
trudes when heavier grades of board 
Normally, the higher the 
caliper of a given stock, the greater 
the variation from thickest to thinnest 
will be found. Rubber plates will not 
tolerate “squeeze,” thus impression 
must be adjusted on roll changes. 

Two types of cutting dies are em- 
ployed—the flat, reciprocating type for 
shorter runs where cut-off varies, and 
the rotary type for constant repeats, 
such as milk cartons require. Quite 
naturally, the latter method is capable 
of much greater speeds, but involves 
high initial cost. Rotary dies have run 
continuously for as long as 14 months 
at speeds above 400 f.p.m. 

At present, aniline inks have not 
been developed which have sufficient 
product resistance to compete with 
“oil” in such specialty items as soap 
cartons, frozen food packages, etc. We 
must advise, however, that such inks 
are in the laboratory, and may emerge 
at any moment. 

Doubtless, you have been quietly 
questioning in your own minds the fire 
hazard attendant to alcohol. You know 
that hot rods and midget racing cars 
employ it as fuel. This hazard does 
exist, and most states now require a 
fire-proof room for the storage of such 


aniline inks. However, danger of fire 
in the pressroom area is not nearly as 
great as one might expect. Ethanol 
fumes, being “water loving,” readily 
combine with moisture in the air and 
become non-inflammable for all prac- 
tical purposes. Regarding toxicity, 
ethyl alcohol is a most necessary in- 
gredient in a very dry martini. Degree 
of saturation, rather than toxicity, 
probably better determines the ill ef- 
fects caused by this solvent. It should 
also be pointed out that great strides 
are being made in newer water sys- 
tems, and that these improved inks 
specifically apply to the carton field. 
Aniline printing inks currently do 
not possess the same degree of gloss 
that their oil counterparts have, and 
it is necessary to run an overprint var- 
nish to obtain high finish. This, of 
course, can be done on the last print- 
ing unit at no additional processing 
cost except for plates and varnish. 


Conclusion 


The aniline system is undoubtedly 
the lustiest baby in the graphic arts. 
Ink consumption has increased 3,000 
per cent since 1941, and the current 
trend is toward even faster growth. 

If you asked that we make a state- 
ment that would make a telling point 
aniline in the carton field, we would 
say—you see the finished job imme- 
diately. Color change, drop in gloss, 
heating in the pile, sticking, poor trap, 
lack of rub resistance, etc. are not 
problems that reveal themselves over 
periods that often stretch out to a 
week with letterpress equipment using 
“oil” inks.

how to keep customers

HERE’S only one thing harder in the printing business than 

getting a new customer—and that’s keeping him once you've 
got him! It’s a sad fact that a lot of printers are so busy trying 
to entice new customers into their establishment that they forget 
the all-important business of keeping the old ones. 


Just like everything else, there are certain little tricks that can 
be used to keep a customer coming back. 


Here are a few of the tricks: 


1. Know your customer’s name. Folks get a kick—and a 
sense of importance—when they are called by name. And a 
customer will always return to the printing firm where he is 
known by name. 


2. Prompt service. Customers are impatient. They like to be 
waited on. You'll find that a customer likes to return to a firm 
where he or she can get quick, alert service. 


3. Customers just naturally like to look at printing items. 
Does your office feature displays that give a customer a chance 
to see your firm’s work close up? If you have such displays, 
never fear, your customers will return. 


4. Parking. Probably one of the greatest points to make a 
customer return these days. A customer likes to patronize a firm 
that offers parking facilities. 


5. Hours. Customers want to do business when they want to, 
not when you want to. Are your business hours arranged for the 
convenience of the greatest number of your customers?

greater working areas and fewer in- 
terruptions as a result of well-planned 
changes. 

Typical is the main floor public 
lobby areas. A mail unit for classified 
box mail replies makes it easy for ad- 
vertisers to determine without assist- 
ance whether or not they have any re- 
sponses. The old system necessitated 
service by one of the newspaper per- 


sonnel, who did considerable bending 
throughout the day to look into boxes 
which were located under the counter. 

Elbow room for the checking of ad 
insertions and for the removing of tear 
sheets to mail to advertisers with their 
bills was provided to the extent of 
Mearly 17 feet of counter space in the 
collecting department. How much bet- 
ter this facility than the old procedure 
which required spreading newspapers 
out on desks. Invariably desk work and 
the telephone were covered in the at- 
tempt, to say nothing of the cluttered 
appearance which resulted. The coun- 
ter surface is excellent for the press- 
room foremen when they bring in 
printed sheets hot off the presses for 
the final once-over. The area is large 
enough to accommodate opening of 
packages, and the space beneath has 
shelved cabinets for the storage of sup- 
plies. The counter acts as a divider 


for the aisle. Even this move was a 
well-planned one, for it has eliminated 
interruptions which were very frequent 
during visits from about 100 circula- 
tion drivers. These drivers spent their 
waiting time by appropriating part of 
the office personnel’s desks. Invariably 
chatting followed. 

When folks come in to buy the first 
edition at the Cleveland Press offices, 
they like room to open up the news- 
paper and scan the contents for their 
immediate interest. If it is a help 
wanted ad that interests them, they 
want to get to a telephone quickly. 
Cleveland Press recognized these needs 
and provided a table for this service 
and blond wood telephone booths to 
harmonize with the rest of the office 
interior. 

The editorial and public service of- 
fices on the fourth floor have also been 
improved to provide better facilities 
for the public. A modernized, func- 
tional lobby catches the eye of the 
visitor as he leaves the elevator on the 
4th floor. The use of directional signs 
as well as identification signs help 
visitors to reach their desired destina- 
tions quickly and directly. A recep- 
tionist helps visitors when necessary. 
Waiting is made pleasant and comfort- 
able because of the modern sofa, 
chairs, end tables and public display 
racks. A booklet printed by the Press 
of “The Story Behind the Press,” is 
available to all visitors. The welcom- 
ing letter from editor Louis B. Seltzer 
reads in part: .. . “This little booklet 
was written as a friendly greeting from 
all of us at The Press to you. If you 
have visited us, it should serve as a 
reminder of what you have seen in our 
building at the corner of Rockwell 
Ave. and East Ninth St. If you have 
never paid us a call, the booklet should 
help to give you an idea of the inner 
workings of a great city daily newspa- 
per. And by the way, if you haven’t yet 
taken a tour of The Press and would

IRTUALLY every new development, economic or political, in 
Washington these days presages higher costs—and, of course, 
higher prices in the long run. 
Higher freight and business insurance costs already are old stuff. 
Fuel oil and general heating and related costs, as well as gasoline 
costs for trucks, will go higher in the coming months as a result of 
the oil-gas strike. Congress has passed two whopping increases for 
pensioners and for unemployed railworkers and is getting ready to 
‘pass a bill to raise social security payments to the aged. No one accu- 
‘rately can tell what increased steel wages will do to the economy. 
It is virtually certain now, too, that the lid is off for either price 
increases or wage increases. Congress likely will pass a token controls 
Jaw, but it will be more of an illusion than a law with real powers for 


the administration. The Senate Committee on Banking and Currency 
has okayed an extension of the Defense Production Act through next 
March, but the final work on price controls and wage controls is far 





from over. 


There is new, general uneasiness 
over the world situation, too, as the 
Korean War comes close to its second 
anniversary. No one in a position of 
authority here will discount a general 
war, although everyone seems to be 
hoping that an earth-shaking imbro- 
glio may be avoided indefinitely. 

All of these developments, with the 
underlying fears they bring to every 
man, pose continuous new problems 
to printing management. No sensible 
man can divorce himself and his work 
any more from the national and in- 
ternational picture, due to the acute- 
ness with which these national and 
international events affect him in every 
phase of his life, and most particularly 
in his business life. 
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Good Paper Supply 


THE supply of newsprint and paper 
continues to be good, and there is a 
very slight danger now that the short- 
age feared a year ago will materialize 
for a long time yet, if ever. 

However, it must always be kept in 
mind that the actual consumption of 
newsprint on a national and a world 
basis is within one or two per cent of 
the actual production, and, of course, 
consumption is increasing constantly, 
year by year. 

A report by Cranston Williams, gen- 
eral manager of the American News- 
paper Publishers Association, has- 
pointed out that there is an “impres- 
sive record” of new plans and projects 
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” Look at this backlog _, 
at bookkeeping work !

for construction of newsprint and pa- 
per mills in all parts of the western 
world. Not all the plans will mate- 
rialize, but new production is bound 
to come into being due to definite de- 
velopments taking place not only in 
the U. S. but in Europe and in Latin 
America. 

The International Materials Confer- 
ence, in its latest session here, found 
reasons to be most optimistic about the 
immediate outlook on newsprint and 
paper—i. e., for the next halfyear. No 
one wants to predict beyond that pe- 
riod, in view of the tense international 
picture and the possibility always of 
greatly increased consumption due to 
better business in many areas. 

It’s a cinch that consumption is not 

‘going to fall any during the re- 
» mainder of this year—and it may well 
‘ go much higher even than the experts 
» guesstimate at this time. The consump- 
“tion of paper and newsprint serves as 
"an accurate barometer of general pros- 
“perity—or it always has traditionally 
_ —and if the spurt in business shows 
“up as expected by many economists, 
there’s no telling what either the sup- 
ply or the price picture may be like 
by the time 1953 rolls around. 


Wage and Price Controls 


Nathan Feinsinger, shortly before 
he was virtually given notice by the 
Senate Committee on Banking and 
Currency (the committee voted to 
abolish his agency, the Wage Stabili- 
Zation Board), told the Senators that 
WSB was shortly going to exempt all 
business with eight or fewer employees 
from the workings of wage control. 

This action, expected before June 1, 
at the latest, would make life just a 
little easier for thousands of small 
printing firms, which heretofore have 
had to go to extra red tape merely to 
give deserved increases to their em- 
ployees, who otherwise might move on 
to greener fields before the permission 


for the increase came through from 
WSB. 

The whole question of price and 
wage controls was very much up in 
the air as Congress settled down in 
June to decide lots of questions it has 
left unanswered for some months now. 
It is felt here that Congress will renew 
price and wage controls, but that the 
new law will be a controls law in name 
only. The two biggest business asso- 
ciations—National Association of Man- 
ufacturers and U. S. Chamber of Com- 
merce—and numerous _less-powerful 
business groups are on record against 
any extension of price and wage con- 
trols. However, considering the strong 
demand for some controls among pow- 
erful voting groups, it isn’t likely that 
Congress will let the Defense Produc- 
tion Act go down entirely. 


Enforce Wage and Salary Regulations 
PRINTING Industry of America, 


Inc., largest of the commercial print- 
ing trade associations, has warned 
through its weekly Management Re- 
ports that the Wage and Hour Divi- 
sion, U. S. Department of Labor, is 
conducting an intensive enforcement 
drive through its field inspectors on 
wage and salary regulations. 

“Employers who violate any of the 
regulations by granting unallowable 
increases are subject to penalty, in- 
cluding the disallowance of all or part 
of their payroll for tax exemption pur- 
poses,” the PIA asserts. “That is, all 
or part of a total annual payroll may 
be treated as income subject to tax- 
ation, rather than as a deductible cost 
of doing business. 

“There have been actual instances of 
tens of thousands of dollars of payroll 
thus disallowed.

the increases granted. This entry 
should be made at the time the in- 
creases are granted, and not at some 
later date. Inspectors will not be sym- 
pathetic to your attempts to justify the 
increase at the time of the inspection.” 


New Rulings by SSB 


The Salary Stabilization Board has 
issued two rulings here that ought to 
be noted by printing management, as 
long as wage and salary controls still 
are in effect. 

In General Salary Order No. 12, SSB 
sets forth the policy governing the pay- 
ment of new bonuses. 

Many employers have been unable 
to pay profit-sharing and other bonuses 
to their salaried employees under the 
provisions of General Salary Regula- 
tion No. 2 because they did not pay 
guch bonuses during any of the years 
from 1946 to 1950, inclusive. 
~ GSO No. 12 authorizes the estab- 

hment of a bonus fund, within cer- 

hin limitations, from the unused por- 

n of the money available under the 
WO per cent general salary increase 
formula, provided in Section 8, GSSR 
a under the formula, provided in 

neral Salary Order No. 6, which 
deals with the maintenance of com- 
pensation relationships. 

Conditions under which pension, re- 
tifement annuity, deferred profit-shar- 
ing or stock bonus plans for salaried 
employees may be put into effect or 
amended by an employer without prior 
approval are defined in General Salary 
Stabilization Regulation No. 6, issued 
by the Salary Stabilization Board. 

Such plans will not require prior 
SSB approval if they meet these con- 
ditions: 

1—If there is a trust, it is qualified 
as exempt from federal income tax 
under Section 165 (a) of the Internal 
Revenue Code. 

2—The annual contributions of the 
employer do not exceed the maximum 


amount authorized as a deduction un- 
der Section 23 (p) of the Internal 
Revenue Code. 

3—No payment or distribution of 
any benefit contributed by the em- 
ployer, or loan based on such benefit, 
shall be made to any participating em- 
ployee or his beneficiaries except in 
the event of his death, his total and 
permanent disability, or the expiration 
of 10 years from the date of the first 
employer contribution— or, in the case 
of pension trusts and retirement an- 
nuity plans, the employee’s retirement 
according to the terms of the trust or 
plan. 

The regulation also authorizes the 
employer to put into effect, or amend, 
a pension, profit-sharing, or stock 
bonus trust or plan which covers both 
wage earners and salaried employees, 
subject to the jurisdiction of the Wage 
and Salary Boards, respectively, if the 
plan meets the requirements of, or has 
had the approval of, the Wage Stabili- 
zation Board. 


Raise Ceiling on Tungstated Pigments 


MANUFACTURERS of tungstated 
pigments, used largely in the manufac- 
ture of certain inks for the printing 
industry, have been granted an in- 
crease of 55 cents per pound in the 
ceiling price of their product by the 
Office of Price Stabilization. 

The authorization, in line with the 
OPS industry “product standard,” is 
provided in Amendment 6 to Supple- 
mentary Regulation 7, Ceiling Price 
Regulation 22. SR 7 contains modifi- 
cations and alternative provisions for 
manufacturers of chemicals. 

Sodium tungstate, which is used in 
making tungstated pigments, went up 
90 cents a pound last year, and, as a 
result of this cost increase, the pig- 
ment makers have suffered losses due 
to the rigidity of their ceilings.

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determined that an increase of 55 cents 
per pound of tungstated pigment was 
required under the so-called “product 
standard” used by the agency. 


Tungstated pigments are manufac- 
tured by about 25 multi-line firms and 
have a total annual sales volume of be- 
tween $3,000,000 and $4,000,000. The 
net amount of sodium tungstate used 
in the making of tungstated pigments 
varies from 50 to 100 per cent of the 
total dry weight of these compounds. 
Industry spokesmen say that, on the 
average, production of a pound of 
tungstated pigment requires a pound 
of sodium tungstate. 


Suspend Price Ceilings on 
Cellulose Dry Mats 


The Office of Price Stabilization has 
announced here that price ceilings on 
‘cellulose dry mats have been sus- 

ended, effiective in early May, to re- 
lieve the agency of the necessity of 
making an elaborate study of cost-price 
Telationships with respect to this rela- 
Hively small segment of the paper in- 
dustry. 

Cellulose dry mats, made of a spe- 
Gial absorbent paper, are used in the 
Stereotype process in casting printing 
plates. They are applied under pres- 
sure against pages of type to form 
molds into which molten type-metal is 
poured. 


Four manufacturers supply about 
1,600 newspapers and several hundred 
commercial stereotypes with approx- 
imately 18,000 tons of mats annually. 
Sales in 1950 amounted to approxi- 
mately $6,000,000. 

The cellulose dry mat industry re- 
cently has been developing a_high- 
shrinkage mat which will permit pub- 
lishers to conserve newsprint by using 
narrower paper rolls without reducing 
the size of their composing room equip- 
ment. The width of a newspaper page 
can be reduced as much as three- 
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fourths of a inch by shrinking the mats 
after they have been molded. 

Development ‘of mats with these new 
qualities has called for manufacturers 
to reduce the speed of their paper ma- 
chines, to spend substantially greater 
amounts on a continuous research pro- 
gram, and to incur other increases in 
production and overhead costs. Under 
these conditions, the industry has 
claimed that total costs are more than 
their ceiling prices. Although the OPS 
suspension is expected to result in a 
price increase of roughly 15 per cent, 
the economies in paper consumption 
which will result from use of the new 
mats will more than offset increased 
costs to users, OPS expects. 


Increase Funds for Braille Printing 


CONGRESS has increased the au- 
thorization for appropriations for the 
American Printing House for the 
Blind, Louisville, Ky., from $115,000 
to $250,000 annually. The increased 
authorization does not necessarily 
mean an increased appropriation this 
year, although it likely presages some 
future increases in the budget for the 
printing house for the blind. 

Making annual appropriations for 
the American Printing House for the 
Blind, which prints books and period- 
icals in braille for those who cannot 
read in any other way, was established 
by Congress many decades ago in or- 
der that blind children in the public 
schools might have an opportunity to 
learn to read in braille. None of the 
money can be used for any purpose 
except to provide such books and 
apparatus for the blind. 

Senator Lister Hill (D.-Ala.), who 
led in efforts to raise the authorization 
in the Senate, said that there is “no 
other cause” in which Senators could 
be associated “which would be worth- 
ier than helping the blind children in 


our public schools throughout the 
country.”

Approximate Cost of Equipment 


A considerable portion of our 
Q. printing consists of show-print 
work confined to the smaller standard 
size sheets, or in sizes up to 36x40”. 
Also some cardboard display cut-outs. 

While we have other offset printing 
facilities, most of our show-print and 
display cut-outs are produced with the 
process color rubber plate printing 
system which necessarily involves hand 
rubber cutting or engraving. 

We have been contemplating the 
adding of screen process for two defi- 
nite reasons. 

First, and because of competition, 
we are being forced into the use of 
daylight fluorescent inks. While we 
have already been informed that these 
inks are being experimented with for 
conventional offset printing, to date 
they are only applicable with silk 
screen. 

Second, we believe that with silk 
screen or from what we have read 
about it we can save time and labor 
costs over all that is required in the 
preparation of the hand-engraved con- 
ventional rubber plates. Can you give 
us an approximate cost of the equip- 
ment necessary for establishing a silk- 
screen department?

screen equipment and materials ads 
that have appeared recently in GAM. 
If so, then you no doubt know that 
there are various colored daylight 
fluorescent pigment-coated papers that 
lend themselves well to both offset and 
letterpress printing. 

However, and regardless of design 
or lettering arrangement, the printer 
is limited to one daylight fluorescent 
color, that of the paper-coated back- 
ground. But by incorporation screen 
process with offset or letterpress print- 
ing, a second or third fluorescent color 
may be employed with the use of these 
papers. 

Now to obtain maximum reflective 
color brilliancy it is necessary first to 
apply a solid white ground coat in 
those areas of the already press-printed 
paper where a second or third fluores- 
cent color is to be applied. Both the 
white and fluorescent colors are to be 
laid with screen process. In this  in- 
stance, a specific type of printing ink 
must be employed for press printing. 
If not, the solvents of the fluorescent 
lacquer base colors and the white will 
have a tendency to bleed or even lift. 

The approximate equipment costs 
depend upon the volume of work to be 
produced and can run upwards to sev- 
eral thousand dollars, especially if 
an automatic screen-process printing 
press, conveyors and drying-off cham- 
bers are to be included. 

However, to start economically you 
would have to have at least three print- 
ing tables or one long one capable of 
accommodating three or four printers 
(squeegee operators) with plenty of 
space for placing stock to be printed. 
To have a carpenter come in and build 
these tables to your specifications in- 
cluding the lumber would cost ap- 
proximately $125.00 for the long one 
and between $60.00 and $75.00 each 
for the separate units. 

The largest expense would be in the 
construction of the drying racks which

Part Five—Remove Coating 





Removing the Coating 


Either soak the plate in a trough of 
warm water for 4 or 5 minutes, or 
flow water over the plate until the 
light-hardened coating loosens. Scrub 
with a fine bristle brush until all the 
visible coating is removed. If the coat- 
ing comes off hard, or greater speed 
is desired in clearing the plate, the 
plate may be flowed with a solution 
made up of 2 ounces of Harris Plate 
Cleaning Solution to 1 gallon of water. 
Flush plate with water.

to remove the light-hardened stencil. 
Generally speaking, high humidity and 
high temperatures necessitate use of a 
plate cleaning solution. Photo-com- 
posed plates often require use of a 
plate cleaning solution in dry winter 
weather, as well as in hot, humid 
weather. 

If the light-hardened resist is not 
removed (except for the extremely 
thin adsorbed layer), it will protrude 
above the surface of the metal when 
the plate is on the press. The pro- 
truding area will crush into the soft 
form rollers, squeeze away any mois- 
ture, and come away with a charge of 
ink. The ink is not picked up because 
of ink receptivity of this residual sten- 
cil, but rather because it is standing 
above the surface of the plate. Ink 
picked up by these high areas will be 
transferred to the blanket and thence 
to the paper as dirt spots. So it is 
necessary to remove the stencil, even 
if it requires removal of the desirable 
thin desensitizing film. 

Many dilute acids have been tried 
as plate cleaning solutions. Citric acid 
is used quite often. But all dilute 
acids will chemically attack and re- 
move the grain of zinc plates, at the 
same time they remove the resist. 
Harris Plate Cleaning Solution is 
scientifically formulated to give the 
minimum attack on the grain of the 
plate while it performs its job of re- 
moving the stencil. 

Tests and shop experience have 
proved that when the grain on a plate 
is worn or chemically dissolved away, 
the plate will no longer carry a film 
of water, and the press life of that 
plate is then at an end.

There are almost as many desen- 
sitizing plate etch formulas as there 
are platemakers. The majority of these 
formulas are not used regularly, be- 
cause they do not give satisfactory 
results in year-round production. There 
are, however, many different desensi- 
tizing etch solutions in actual use in 
various plants in the United States 
and Canada. Some plants use prepared 
etches, as furnished by manufacturers 
of lithographic chemicals: other plants 
prefer to mix their own. We must re- 
member that a desensitizing etch 
which gives complete satisfaction in 
one lithographic plant will not always 
perform satisfactorily in a neighbor- 
ing plant. There are two probable rea- 
sons for this situation: (1) Different

tize” or make water-attractive (and 
thus ink-repellent) the non-image 
areas of a lithographic plate. 

How does a desensitizing etch make 
the non-image areas water-attractive 
(or “hydrophillic,” as technical writers 
sometimes say)? The desensitizing 
etch deposits a very thin, invisible film 
of acidified gum over the entire non- 
image area of a plate. This gum film 
sticks to the bare-metal surface of the 
plate, even after excess etch has been 
flushed away with water. Although 
the gum is normally soluble in water, 
it sticks tenaciously to the grained 
surface of the plate. This peculiar 
action is called “aDsorption” (not 
aBsorption, as we normally describe 
the soaking-up of water by a cloth). 
The strength with which this thin,

transparent, practically invisible gum 
film sticks to the surface of a litho 
plate is greatly influenced by the vari- 
ous chemicals present in the desensi- 
tizing etch. 

A logical question would be: “How 
do we know that such a film is actually 
left on a plate by the desensitizing 
etch?” The presence of this film can 
be proved in at least two ways. 

First, by flowing the etched plate 
with a dye solution. The film on the 
plate absorbs the dye, showing a col- 
ored film in the non-image areas, after 
the dye solution has been washed off 
with water. A plain metal plate, with-

out an adsorbed film of etch, will not 
retain any dye. 

Second, by actual performance on 
the press, it can be proved that the 
non-image areas of an etched plate 
retain a film of adsorbed gum. By a 
testing technique used and publicized 
by the Lithographic Technical Foun- 
dation, a test plate on a press is rolled 
up solid with ink, without putting the 
dampening rollers in contact with it. 
The excess ink is then washed off with 
a rag dampened with water, and the 
form rollers are then dropped on the 
plate. If the non-image areas are cov- 
ered by an adsorbed film of gum, the 
ink pulls away and cleans up in the 
non-image areas. A plate not treated 
with a desensitizing etch will clean up 
very poorly, or not at all, under such 
a test. The number of times which a 
plate will clean up after being rolled 
up solid is used to measure the effec- 
tiveness of different desensitizing 
etches. 

We are often asked, “In your opin- 
ion, what is the best desensitizing 
etch?” The best desensitizing etches, 
unfortunately, seem to contain chromic 
acid or ammonium dichromate (am- 
monium bichromate is the same thing 
as ammonium dichromate). Both chro- 
mic acid and ammonium dichromate 
are potential causes of “Bichromate 
poisoning,” or “chromium dermatitis,” 
as the doctors call it. Litho research- 
ers have searched for many years to 
find a good desensitizing etch which 
would contain no dichromate or chro- 
mic acid. That’s how Harris V-Etch 
was discovered. It does a very efficient 
job as a desensitizing etch, and con- 
tains n> chromic acid nor ammonium 
dichromate.

Rub down with a cloth pad and fan 
absolutely dry 

Although the directions for gum- 
ming up a plate are extremely simple, 
it is amazing how many plates are 
spoiled in lithographic plants because 
of improper gumming. If the gum is 
not rubbed down smooth enough, it 
will “hang” on the image areas, re- 
sulting in poor ink-receptivity in the 
areas covered by the gum. This is 
commonly called “gum streaks” in the 
industry. On the other hand, if the 
gum is rubbed down too thin, the 
peaks of the plate grain will not be 
covered, and the next step, “Washout” 
(applying asphaltum), will deposit an 
ink-receptive film directly on the ex- 
posed grain peaks. On the press, the 
grain peaks covered with asphaltum 
are beautifully ink-receptive, and re- 
sult in a “scum” of unwanted ink 
printing from non-image areas. 

Gum solutions are usually adjusted 
by means of a hydrometer to a stand- 
ardized reading. Gum solutions of 14° 
Baumé are probably the most widely 
used. Some lithographers prefer to use

The following discussion is rather 
technical in nature. But it explains 
why there are differences in working 
properties of solutions of various gums, 
such as gum arabic, Lovisgum and 
Hydrogum. A short discussion of basic 
factors should be of interest. 

1. Viscosity is expressed in terms 
of “centipoises” (cp)—really nothing 
more than a measure of the ease with 
which a plate may be gummed up. 
Water has a viscosity of 1 centipoise. 

A gum solution with a viscosity of 
more than 120 cp is quite thick and 
syrupy—one which requires excep- 
tional skill to avoid gum streaks. A 
difference of 5 or 10 centipoise in 
viscosity of two gum solutions is al- 
most impossible to detect when gum- 
ming up a plate. 

2. The viscosity of any one gum 
solution is easily reduced by adding 
water, or any other solution of lower 
viscosity—provided no _ unfavorable 
chemical reaction takes place. If we 
do this, however, we also reduce the 
Baumé of that solution and thus re- 
duce the thickness of the dry gum 
layer on the plate. We have the prob- 
lem then of getting a maximum 
amount of gum in a certain amount of 
water, and at the same time avoiding 
a solution which is so thick that it 
sticks to the image. 

3. The viscosity of 14° Baumé gum 
solutions will vary as follows: 

Gum arabic__________.100-200 centipoises 
(Run-of-the-mill gum arabic varies 
greatly from bag to bag. An occa- 
sional bag may run as low as 40 ep, 
= others will run as high as 250 
cp. 

Lovisgum _. _80-100 centipoises 

Hydrogum _.....60-75 centipoises 
After examining the above informa- 

tion, it can be seen why ordinary.gum 

arabic gives the trouble in gumming 

up plates so often experienced by li- 

thographers.

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that gum arabic tends to be so viscous 
as to produce “gum streaks,” it intro- 
duces a changing viscosity which de- 
fies often even the most experienced 
platemakers (and pressmen). The fact 
that gum arabic varies so drastically 
from one bag to the next, injects a 
variable which compels the platemaker 
or pressman to constantly change his 
gumming up technique, to adjust for 
variations in the gum. 

The standardized and controlled vis- 
cosities of Lovisgum and Hydrogum, 
on the other hand, make it much easier 
for the platemaker to standardize his 
working technique, and thus eliminate 
another cause of “gum-up” trouble. It 
is also obvious that the lower vis- 
cosity of Hydrogum explains why this 
product clears image areas so readily, 
and thus gives the least tendency to 
“gum streak” trouble. Hydrogum solu- 
tion is also less acid than gum arabic 
solutions, which is another reason why 
Hydrogum gives less blindness trouble.

The reason for all this is that these gentte- 
men felt that graining has always stood in the way of 
clean sharp dot structure.

deliver a highly faithful reproduction 
of the “dot” but will also stand up 
under long-run requirements. Obvi- 
ously, existing metals now being used 
do not have the resistance to abrasion 
and acids that tougher metals can han- 
dle. Therefore, the entry of bi-metal 
and poly-metal plates consisting of 
various combinations of two or more 
metals that are generally electroplated 
to a base metal. 

At the extreme opposite range of 
lithographic requirements is the prob- 
lem of the owners of presses that take 
sheet sizes 22x24 and smaller. These 
printers have jobs that need the fidel- 
ity of “deep etch,” but the time and 
money involved make this process a 
financial burden upon many of the 
jobs. 

It seems strange that two opposite 
groups of lithographers would find the 
need for a common denominator—the 
reproduction of the halftone dot. The 
long-run operators and the short-run 
operators have, in common, the same 
problem. 

It is quite odd, upon reflection, to 
realize that this common denominator, 
the halftone dot, could bring together 
the thinking of the duplicating indus- 
try and the large lithographic estab- 
lishments. It is also possible that the 
duplicating industry was not even con- 
sidering the halftone dot as a problem 
but was working merely toward an 
ungrained medium that would give 
reasonable reproduction for the usual 
short-run work that is encountered in 
this field. 

I feel certain that dot reproduction 
was not entirely the reason for poly- 
metal plates coming into being. Cer- 
tainly considered, at first, was the non- 
printing area of a plate and its ability 
to withstand abrasion and perhaps re- 
duce the need for excessive moisture 
and acid strength. Beyond all doubt, 
the second consideration was the base 
of the image possessing a greater affin- 
ity for ink than do the conventional

lacquers of deep-etch. The reason that 
copper has been a factor as the image 
base in almost every development of 
the poly-metal plate would bear out 
this trend of thought. So much for 
the long-run large plate. 

The “duplicating type” plate ap- 
proaches the problem in an almost 
opposite direction. Here we have the 
suspension of the image in a synthetic 
medium that possesses a great affinity 
for both the press ink and the foun- 
tain solution. Thoughts of long runs 
and high fidelity reproduction of half- 
tone dots certainly did not become a 
factor in the original plans until the 
present success of these plates pointed 
to greater usage in what we lithog- 
raphers prefer to call the lithographic 
industry. The needs of the 17x22 press 
and the 22x34 press were something 
to be considered and the manufactur- 
ers have done something about it. I 

redict that before the end of 1952 at 
et two, and perhaps four, metal- 


backed, ungrained and synthetic sur- 
faced plates will be available to the 
small offset press owner. Now comes 
the “dot” and its place in the think- 
ing of our lithographic future. 

Both the poly-metal plate and the 
“duplicating type” plate have one 
thing in common, the virtual elimina- 
tion of grain as a disturbance to the 
individual dot, regardless of the per- 
centage of size of the individual dot. 
This common factor definitely points 
toward this plate’s definite advantage 
in reproducing a wider range of tone 
gradation without the difficulties ex- 
perienced on the usual grained plate. 
It must also be remembered that line 
work will likewise improve and that 
the number of type faces will be wid- 
ened in their adaptation to the litho- 
graphic process. 

I believe that these new plate sur- 
faces can give our industry the tonal 
range advantage formerly held by the

A The method of measuring rela- 
e tive humidity by means of the 
wet- and dry-bulb thermometer was 
discovered by John Daniel, an English 
physicist, in 1820. The method of 
measuring the relative humidity by 
this type of instrument consists of 
reading the dry bulb, reading the wet 
bulb, taking the difference in tempera- 
ture between the two and referring to 
a chart which takes into consideration 
the actual temperature of that time, 
and the difference between the two 
temperature readings. 

The theory behind this type of hy- 
grometer, or humidity determining in- 
strument, is that the bulb or lower- 
most portion of a thermometer is cov- 
ered with one end of a porous wick.

The 
water is drawn up by the wick by 
capillary attraction, and is evaporated 
from the large surface area of the 
wick. It is well known that when any 
gas expands, a cooling effect is pro- 
duced.

Clutch Arm Works Loose 


Q The driving shaft friction clutch 
« arm key in our machine fits very 
loosely, loose enough so it allows the 
clutch arm enough play so the shoe 
end of the arm moves a good half-inch 
either way before the slack is out of 
the key. It appears that a new key 
probably would not be the answer as 
the groove in the drive shaft seems to 
be worn until it is considerably wider 
than the slot in the clutch arm. 


I suppose I could order a new drive 
shaft, but I wonder if taking the parts 
to a machine shop might be better, 
having the grooves recut and a special 
key made. Or what’s your suggestion? 
Would this condition cause vibration 
at distributor and transpositions and 
the like? Our machine, a high base 
five, sets on a solid cement floor and 
still seems to vibrate too much. I in- 
stalled a new main pinion this sum- 
mer with no apparent effect. Am now 
wondering if the trouble might have 
been at the other end of the drive 
shaft.

when testing should barely clear the 
partitions as they drop from the bar.

There is an adjusting screw that 
passes through the front distributor 
screw bracket, behind the clutch and 
touches the end of the distributor bar. 
If necessary, to get the mats to drop 
to clear the partitions, you can drive 
the dowel pin from the distributor bar, 
loosen the bolts that hold the bar, 
and move it laterally. But the adjust- 
ment for the height of the bar must 
be maintained. With the back screw 
raised, the space between the brass 
strip on the bar and the beam above 
should be 37/64th inch. This is im- 
portant. There are adjusting screws 
above the bar. If they are turned down 
to touch the bar it is necessary only 
to push up on the bar and tighten the 
bolts. The big idea in this adjustment 
is to have the mats ride up the incline 
of the distributor box rails and en- 
gage the distributor bar rails without 
friction. 

Before you go into all of the fore- 
going, set the right-hand side of the 
machine a half inch higher than the 
left side. A level on the back screw 
bracket hinge rod usually will tell if 
the machine is level, but the sure place 
to use the level is on the vise.

Four-Color Screen Angles 


K. H., San Francisco, is experi- 
e encing moire in his four-color 
reproductions and desires a system of 
halftone screen angles to avoid the 
difficulty. 
A No system of screen angles can 
e be guaranteed to avoid moire 
(pattern), especially in heavy tones, 
or when slight misregister occurs be- 
tween the different colorplates and the 
final multicolor reproduction. Barring 
this contingency and when all ordi- 
nary precautions have been taken, 
moire sometimes is avoided by re- 
course to the suggestion made in 1938 
by Cox and Hallam to rotate the half- 
tone screen 60 degrees between each 
of the images (yellow excepted) of a 
four-color set.

Mat Face Damage in Molding 


Q A Colorado newspaper requests 
« GAM’s advice on a new problem. 
The newspaper informs us that re- 
cently the moisture percentage in ster- 
eotype mats was increased to obtain 
additional mat shrinkage. Tear sheets 
were sent us showing irregular broken 
blacks in the printing result. 


A The printing failure indicated on 
« the tear sheets is recognized as 
mat face damage in molding. 

The principal cause of mat face 
damage in molding of type forms is 
the breaking of the air film between 
the surfaces of the mat and form. Only 
a small percentage of these failures 
may be attributed to the condition of 
type form surfaces. 

Breaking the air film between the 

faces of the mat and form simulates 
the effect of rubbing two smooth glass 
-—ge together until the air film is 
void. 
A failure, which is usually obtained 
by the mat being held securely to the 
type face, may be recognized in that 
force is required to remove the mat. 
However, the failure can occur with- 
out mats sticking to the form, when 
the void is temporary. 

It required an excess of all three 
factors in combination, i.e., moisture, 
mat temperature, and pressure to 
break the air film between the faces 
of the mat and form in molding opera- 
tions.

Line Across Plate 


For some time now we have been 

se having trouble running solid 

forms. As you will notice on the at- 

tached sheet, there is a line straight 
across the center of the plate. 

This form was run on a Miehle V-50

We are hoping you can help us with 
this problem. We are certainly puzzled, 
and would like to know if there is 
anything we can do to eliminate this.

A Unfortunately, the sheet you sent 
e must have been folded on the 
exact spot in which your line showed, 
because the sheet you submitted looked 
very good for a Vertical press job, but 
I believe I know what the trouble is. 
On pastel shades of certain colors a 
mark will show where your rollers re- 
verse because of the play in any 
straight gear. The reversing of your 
rollers leaves a mark on your vibrator 
which is very often transferred to your 
printing plate, particularly on a full 
form where the mark has no chance 
to be absorbed before it hits the form.

Q Would appreciate information

I am using rubber rollers. I make 
ready a job. The printing on paper 
gets less ink after two or three im- 
pressions. I can’t understand why, 
when there is enough ink on the plate 
and rollers. I can’t use too much ink 
on small type and the larger type 
doesn’t get enough. 

I am enclosing samples to show you.

A Unfortunately, it is hard to set 
« rollers on a Gordon press to get 
a kiss roll to lay ink perfectly on the 
form. 

A few suggestions follow. Have good 
rollers, a little soft. Be sure that they 
do not skid on form. If rollers hit 
form too hard they will bounce, so 
build up bearers in order that they 
will roll and not hit the type too hard. 
Bearers in form help this, too. Com- 
position rollers are better than hard 
rubber rollers. Your printing seems 
sharp enough so I think your ink is 
O.K. It seems to be entirely a problem 
of your rollers. In addition, a fountain 
on the press will give you more ink 
as you use it.

A The trouble you are experiencing 
« is that the unit pawl falls off the 
wheel, or that the tens pawl falls be- 
tween the wheels. This thin washer is 
necessary in the machine to take up 
the play in the swing.

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A This is exactly what happened. 
« There is too much play between 
the slide and the plunger. The slide 
letter apparently moved toward the 
frame and on the depression of the 
plunger, the bottom of the slide hit 
the frame and bent the frame about a 
64th of an inch downward. 

The same situation has been called 
to my attention numerous times in the 
past. I shall notify the manufacturers 
regarding this matter and try to have 
it straightened out. 

The thing to do is to file the length 
off just a little, so there is no possibil- 
ity of it coming in contact with the 
frame. 


Making a Duplicating Wheel 


Just thought I would write you 
« to express my appreciation for 
the help and fine suggestion you gave 
be over the phone regarding my prob- 
lem with the duplicating wheels. I 
tried your trick and it certainly was 
successful and got us out of our di- 
lemma in time. 
I sincerely think it ought to be pub- 
lished in the interests of all printers.

Note: The above was a problem of 
four sets of duplicate wheel ratchets. 
One of the wheels was lost and could 
not be obtained immediately for a rush 
job, which had to be out the following 
day. How could a duplicating wheel be 
made so that the job could be num- 
bered 4-on, with only three sets of 
these wheels on hand? 


A This was done by taking a skip 5- 
» wheel (any one wheel of the set) 
and routing out all the figures around 
the circumference of the wheel. The 
skip five wheel having five alternating 
deep slots in the ratchet then re- 
sponded as a repeat two wheel. When 
routing is done, be sure that the 
ratchet dots do not come in contact 
with the emery wheel.

She wants to do her purchasing not 
only quickly, but efficiently and eco- 
nomically as well.

The block is then 
placed near the hot metal to eliminate 
dampness. 

When casting, the block is placed 
into position, plate lowered, and metal 
poured slowly. The blocks are forced 
out when the plate is ready for trim- 


ing. 

This method will eliminate the dan- 
ger of cutting into live areas and will 
also save resharpening the blade.

Eliminates Noise of Saw 

Some printers’ saws make an irritat- 
ing noise which bothers the nerves of 
some people. 

We have eliminated the noise on our 
saw by placing a piece of felt %4 inch 
in thickness by %x*% so it will rub on 
the right-hand side of the blade. Of 
course, the felt is kept oiled—weekly 
is often enough. The felt is placed 
under the trimming plate, and at the 
back and bottom of the saw blade. A 
hole is cut in the felt for attaching to 
the deflector plate by a deflector plate 
screw. The felt is attached in one place 
only, A spring may be used so that the 
felt will always have a light pressure 
on blade. This will be lots cheaper 
than installing a wick to eliminate the 


noise.

that some of the most desirable fea- 
tures are the intangible results which 
cement better employee relations and 
esprit de corps, while developing in- 
dividual ability and initiative that may 
even exceed some of the tangible re- 
> sults obtained. 


For one thing, from the suggestion 
box may come real leadership. By 
'what’s on their mind many an em- 
ployee becomes better known to man- 
agement; and hidden possibilities are 
brought to light. A manager or super- 
intendent may glimpse a leader in the 
making simply by the thought ex- 
pended and initiative shown in some 
of the ideas offered even though none 
of the suggestions may be adopted as 
entirely practicable or feasible at the 
time. 


Nevertheless, just one good idea a 
year may save a printing plant a lot 
‘of money, assist mightily in improving 
plant production, bettering it in a me- 
chanical manner, or augmenting sales 
f the printing products, sales litera- 
ture, and advertising material. An- 
ther good idea can be of immense 
alue to the personnel of the plant as 
whole, and to its general satisfaction. 

As to personnel development, culti- 
ating the idea power of employees 
plone may be worth considerable. It 

akes for incentive for loyalty and 
teamwork to the last degree in the 

rinting plant, and partnership with 

anagement. This latter is of extreme 
value to the printing business. Such a 
partnership with the contribution of 
many good ideas from time to time 
will be of permanent value to the 
plant and to its sales force. 

In places where the Idea Power has 
been stepped up to its zenith, every- 
one is on his or her toes, ready with 
every further drive and stimulus to 
carry business to ever greater lengths, 
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heightened production or enthusiastic 
efficiency. When an individual in a 
printing organization comes up with a 
real idea, it certainly helps all and the 
business. 

When an employer has secured un- 
reserved and whole-hearted cooperation 
of an employee in this respect and has 
gotten the individual interested in 
feeding the Suggestion Box, he may 
tap the brain power at any time.

to the 18-oz., then to the ll-oz. and 
now cans are available in 8-oz. sizes. 

There is another reason for smaller 
size packages. Mrs. Housewife doesn’t 
have the storage space that mother 
used to have. Small size containers 
pack easier in small storage areas 
found in small homes and apartments. 

Packagers of non-food products sold 
in bulk would do well to consider the 
above facts. Already, following this 
trend of small individual packages are 
such products as tissues, cigars, sham- 
poo products, napkins and drugs. 


Price range. Mrs. Housewife is a 
mighty smart planner and she, often 
from necessity, must stretch the bud- 
get. While she is willing to buy smaller 
sizes at a slightly higher per-ounce 
rate, rather than throw away stale 
goods, she will not be taken advantage 
of. The package should be built to fit 
the wanted price range. When smaller 
packages are offered, Mrs. P. A. is 
going to expect a reduction in price. 


Identifiable brand. It is a fact that 
people shop for brands. The television 
_ and radio pound brand names home 
' to us at every twist of the dial and at 
' quarter-hour intervals. The newspapers 
_ and magazines, through their advertis- 
_ ing, make us brand conscious. But it 
» must be borne in mind that the shop- 
' per is primarily interested in that 
| package of rice, and brand is sec- 
' ondary. Thus the package must first 
* identify the contents with the brand 
name secondary or it will be left on 
the shelf. The increasing use of bolder 
type, color combinations and skillful 
blending of the brand name presents 
new shelf competition for the less 
well-known brands. 

In the final analysis, the boxmaker’s 
ultimate boss is the little lady who ex- 
changes the currency of the realm for 
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the package of contents. This exchange 
keeps the manufacturer of the product 
busy and enables him to continue to 
buy boxes from the boxmaker. Lit- 
erally and figuratively the manufac- 
turer of the product is in the middle. 
So he looks to the boxmaker for mod- 
ern package design. Recognizing this 
tendency, and to develop new cus- 
tomers through speculative design, 
practically every boxmaker has his 
own art department. The boxmaker 
must be on his toes if he is to keep 
abreast of current packaging trends. 
While the mechanics of the box are 
important, the printing and the ar- 
rangement of the printing on the box 
is doubly important. After all, the box- 
maker is head over heels in the print- 
ing business. Here are some sugges- 
tions which, while they pertain to mod- 
ern packaging design, also definitely 
pertain to printing. 

Bolder type and color combinations 
for new shelf competition. 

Smaller packages designed with all 
the skill of the artist to create the 
illusion of size. 

All pertinent information should be 
on the package, bearing in mind that 
Mrs. Housewife is a busy woman, in 
many cases a working woman. The 
package she wants should contain 
clearly printed suggestions for menus 
and recipes. Non-food packages should 
contain multiple uses for the product. 

At the recent Packaging Exposition 
held at Atlantic City, Norman Rabb 
of the New England Stop and Shop 
chain suggested that these features be 
designed into boxes whose product is 
sold in self-service stores: 


1. Make the package easy to read 
without having to remove it from the 
shelf. 

2. Use good pictures or none at all. 
Poor plate-work and poor photography 
immediately suggest an inferior prod- 
uct. 

3. The package should have an up-

him continuing to live. That is, he has 
made too many commitments based 
upon living and too few with the 
pessimistic belief he may die soon. 
Holdings are heavily mortgaged, 
sometimes right down to _ personal 
property and with payments constantly 
coming due. Demand notes are too 
casually given. Accounts payable are 


allowed to get out of hand and ready 
cash is at a bare minimum. Then, 
when death strikes suddenly, a sub- 
stantial part of the estate must be 
sacrificed to satisfy creditors and to 
salvage other holdings. All too often 
provision has not been made to meet 
Federal and State estate taxes. 

It is an unhappy fact, attested to 
times without number in probate court 
proceedings, that too many business- 
men who know how to plan to live are 
abysmally ignorant in knowing how 
to plan their affairs against the in- 
evitability of death. In this failure to 
plan against death, it is the innocent 
survivors who suffer.

would cost approximately $1.50 to 
$2.00 each, depending upon the size 
and upon the construction, that is, 
close slat or stretched wire. Also, sev- 
eral rack trucks would be required, 
depending upon the number of racks 
involved. If you include ball-bearing 
caster, these also will have to be made 
to order and would cost approximately 
$12.00 to $15.00 each. You no doubt 
already have on hand metal cabinets 
for storage of inks and solvents, safety 
containers for both solvents and clean- 
up cloths. If you do not, these would 
involve possibly another $125.00 to 
$150.00. 

All of this equipment is standard 
and does not include frame making 
equipment, squeegees, photographic 
equipment, although not necessary 
where hand cut stencil films are being 
employed alone. Standard equipment 
also would include a paper and card- 
board cutter, whether motor or foot- 
operated, however, in your case this 
no doubt is an essential part of your 
printing equipment.

plates before putting them on the 
press. It is recommended, however, 
that the operation be performed by 
the platemaker or etcher, whenever 
possible. 

The reason plates are washed out 
with asphaltum is that developing inks 
tend to “dry” and become difficult to 
wash out. When a plate is “dry,” tur- 
pentine and other mild solvents will 
not dissolve the ink. Dried develop- 
ing ink will not take ink, nor will the 
dried ink permit the image underneath 
to take ink. So image areas covered 
with dried developing ink will not 
print on the press, until the dried ink 
has been removed; and a solvent pow- 
erful enough to remove the dried ink 
often destroys the ink-receptivity of 
the underlying image. Asphaltum, on 
the other hand, will not “dry” or be- 
come insoluble in turpentine. Reprint 
plates can be used 10 or 15 years later, 
and the asphaltum will wash out al- 
most as easily as when applied. 

Asphaltum by itself imparts some 
ink receptivity to an image. It seems 
to work this way for both deep etch 
and surface (albumen) plates. We 
have found some chemicals which, 
when added to an asphaltum solution 
in relatively small amounts, impart 
much greater ink-receptivity to the 
image areas. Harris Litho Asphaltum 
is a formulation containing asphaltum 
and certain other chemicals, to give 
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maximum protection and ink-receptiv- 
ity to the image areas. With the sol- 
vents contained in Litho Asphaltum, 
we can eliminate one step which is 
usually necessary when regular asphal- 
tum solution is used—turpentine wash. 
Most other asphaltums require wash- 
ing out of old developing ink with 
raw turpentine before the asphaltum 
is applied.

photoengraver plus the advantages of 
photocomposing and the flexibility of 
the offset press. This statement is pred- 
icated upon the assumption that the 
artist, the camera man and the dot 
etcher will pause to consider the addi- 
tional values that are capable of being 
held by these new plate surfaces. 
While the interpretation of the indi- 
vidual subject is a matter of close co- 
operation between the artist, camera- 
man and dot etcher, the real adjust- 
ment would seem to fall to the lot of 
he cameraman and his ability to pro- 
uce the proper tonal gradations that 
an be carried on these new plate sur- 
aces.

eps in the gray tone scales will be a 
practical guide to future tone values. 
The whole new phase of properly 
judging and producing tone value, 
worthy of these new plate surfaces, 
does not fall solely upon the artist, 
cameraman and dot etcher. Many 
strides must be made by the press- 
room inasmuch as higher quality must 
naturally include greater care in the 
operation of the press. Greater atten- 


tion to blanket pressure and ink and 
dampener roller settings must be made 
in order to transfer the full tonal 
range from the plate to the blanket. 
These new plate mediums certainly 
do not Jeave room for sloppy press- 
manship. As I see it, the makeready 
will be the spot where craftsmenship 
will show up the careless operator. 
Once these plates are properly set up 
and running, they require less atten- 
tion and give more uniform results, 
regarding color strength, from the first 
to the last sheet. 

There is no doubt that these plates 
will also cause the various suppliers to 
reconsider their future developments 
and the trend to take. Inasmuch as the 
manufacturers of the basic lithographic 
supplies have always kept closely 
abreast of the requirements of these 
new processes, the time lag should not 
be too great. I foresee the possibility 
of different blanket surfaces, ink for- 
mulations, paper surfaces and some 
definite need for an improved dampen- 
ing medium and perhaps inking roller 
formulation. It should be an exciting 
and interesting 10 or 15 years to come 
and these times will most certainly 
make it tough on the “status quo” 
thinkers. Many people would be quite 
amazed at the extent of use of these 
new mediums and the impact that they 
are already exerting on lithography. 

For “dot’s” sake keep abreast of 
the trend.

the form of a gas. This water gas ex- 
pands as it diffuses into the surround- 
ing air, and produces a cooling of the 
area around the lower portion, or the 
bulb of the thermometer. The bulb of 
the thermometer is therefore cooled. 
The drier the air, that is, the lower 
the relative humidity, the greater is 
the evaporation of water from the sur- 
face of the wick, and the greater is the 
cooling of the thermometer. Since only 
the thermometer with the wick experi- 
ences the cooling, there is a difference 
between the two readings. The differ- 
ence between these two readings de- 
termines the relative humidity of the 
air. For example, if the temperature 
at a given time is 80 degrees, and the 
wet bulb reading is 79, the relative 
* humidity is 92 per cent. If the tem- 
perature is still 80 degrees, and the 
}wet bulb was cooled to 52, there is 
difference of 28 degrees, and a relative 
umidity reading of only 7. The greater 
he difference between the two read- 
ings, the lower is the relative humidity. 


The same principle is utilized in the 
ooling of the human body. On very 
umid days the evaporation of the 
oisture or perspiration from the body 
oes on at a very slow rate. The sur- 
ce of the body is therefore cooled 
ery little and the person suffers great- 
in discomfort. When the humidity 
low, that is, when only a small 
ount of moisture is present in the 
é: the evaporation of perspiration 
om the body goes on at a very rapid 
rate. The body is then cooled consider- 
ably, and suffers no discomfort because 
even though the temperature of the air 
is high, the actual temperature on the 
surface of the body is low. Returning 
to the figures of the temperatures of 
the wet- and dry-bulb thermometer, 
and assuming that the temperature of 
the air is 80 degrees, and the humidity 
is 92 per cent, the amount of cooling 


on the surface of the body due to the 
evaporation of the perspiration is only 
one degree. When the relative humid- 
ity, at a temperature of 80 degrees, is 
seven, the temperature on the surface 
of the body is only 52 degrees. The 
saying that “It isn’t the heat, it’s the 
humidity,” is founded on sound basis.

according to the amount of solids in 
them. This would help in your make- 
ready. Your rollers should be soft 
enough to permit the transfer of ink 
to your form evenly. Newness does not 
mean that they are right. A new hard 
roller may not be as good as a good 
soft old roller. 

More packing on your cylinder for 
your impression or the cylinder brought 
down to take care of more impression 
might help. Use of the burner to elim- 
inate static, proper ink for your paper, 
and the folder set to fold without too 
much squeeze should all help you print 
a cleaner paper.

Britain Shows New Equipment 


by Edgar D. Ward 


London, May 15, 1952 


” some way exhibitions are like 
families. A man, seeing his chil- 
dren every day, does not realise fully 
either their physical growth or mental 
development. It is only when a friend 
from a distance calls that attention is 
drawn to the changes which years have 
brought. So it is with exhibitions. At- 
tended regularly there appears to be 
little advance; it needs.an absence of 
some years to note the progress that 
has been made. 

The thirty-first British Industries 
Fair was held in three centres, at 
Olympia and Earls Court in London 
and at Castle Bromwich in Birming- 
ham. The first-named housed the print- 
ing equipment section, and it is there 
that those of us who rejoice in our 
association with the graphic arts found 
days of pleasure and instruction. 

Equipment of this kind divides it- 
self roughly into five main classes— 
that for the composing room, the ma- 
chine room, the warehouse, the bindery 
' and for process work. 


_ New Type Faces 


' Scripts seem to have been the year’s 
' favourite. The Startype Foundry of 
* Birstall, near Leeds, showed Carnival 
and Harlequin. The first named has a 
good depth of drive, giving extra sup- 
port for overhanging characters. Har- 
lequin goes full with the body without 
overhang. 

Stephenson, Blake & Co., Ltd., of 
Sheffield, have cut two new scripts, 
Youthline and Mercury Light. Both 
are in seven sizes, 12-48 point. Youth- 
line is a bold, the design just missing 


to join the characters. It is cut on a 
sloping body, the only overhang being 
a few descenders, the slight projection 
causing very little risk of breakage. 
Mercury Light is a companion of the 
heavier face. This firm has absorbed 
the business of Caslon and quite re- 
cently that of Miller and Richard of 
Edinburgh, both prominent in their 
day and generation. 

Yendall & Co., Ltd., Risca, Mon., 
make a point of the fact that all their 
type and equipment is available also 
in Didot sizes. 

Another new exhibit is a quoin 
called “Speed-lok.” There are three 
sizes, 6”, 742” and 9”. Pressure is uni- 
form along the length of the quoin. 
With each turn of the key an indicator 
shows the amount of expansion. By 
noting the mark, continual unlocking, 
as is necessary sometimes for colour 
work, offers no risk of bad register. 
The indicator measures the expansion 
from nil to 12 points. (Soldans, Ltd., 
5-11 Theobalds Rd., London, WC1.) 

Five of the modern Linotypes were 
on show, a Model 50 operating a Tele- 
typesetter tape. This exhibit created 
great interest, probably in view of The 
Times installation with the operating 
unit in the British House of Commons 
building, connected by private wire to 
the typesetting machines in Printing 
House Square. (Linotype & Machin- 
ery, Ltd., St. John St., London, WC1.) 

The new Extended layout, with a 
diecase of 15 by 17 matrices, was 
shown on all keyboards on the Mono- 
type stand. In this design the justify- 
ing keys have been moved from the top 
of the board to a place above the 
roman capitals. Space for extra keys 
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has been made by accommodating 14 
of these justifying keys on the left- 
hand side by reducing the thickness 
of the intermediate bars. The rede- 
signed button bank is now standard 
equipment. (Monotype Corporation, 
Ltd., Salfords, Surrey.) 

Specimens of work produced on the 
Monophoto machine marked another 
move towards full-scale production of 
this photo-composing unit. At the mo- 
ment a dozen installations in selected 
offices are at work, a watchful eye be- 
ing maintained on possible teething 
troubles. (Monotype Corporation, Ltd., 
Salfords, Surrey.) 


Machine Room 


For inserting slips at intervals in 
delivery piles on presses, the Ritchie 
slip counter, with slip inserter, can be 
adjusted to any group of three counts, 
usually 20, 50, 100 up to 100, 200, 500; 
larger counts are available. Having se- 
lected which count series is desired, 
the operator pushes a button and the 
counter receives, say, 50 impulses from 
a micro-switch, an impulse being then 
sent to the slip inserter. The counter 
may be stopped at any time, picking 
up again when counting is resumed. 
(Soag Machinery Co., Juxan St., Lon- 
don, S.E.11.) 

An odourless powder is offered in 
place of wet spray for anti-setoff de- 
vices. There are five basic models. The 
container holds one pound of powder, 
which, being a form of edible starch, 
is harmless to personnel. This dry 
anti-setoff spray does not clog ma- 
chinery elements. (Aerostyle, Ltd., 170 
St. John Street, London, E.C.1.) 

Suitable for both large and small 
works, the “Glockner” stop cylinder 
press has an automatic suction feeder, 
the sheet being fed and delivered in 
sight of the operator from floor level. 
All working parts are accessible and 
as there are no rollers or tapes to ad- 
just the risk of marking sheets or dis- 
turbing register is eliminated. Suction 


arms carry the sheet from the pile to 
first lays and after printing from im- 
pression cylinder to delivery table. It 
will take a sheet of paper up to 15x22”, 
with a maximum printing surface of 
144x214”. (Frank F. Pershke, Ltd., 
Norfolk House, Norfolk Street, Lon- 
don, W.C.1.) 


Warehouse 


Among the folding machines were 
two models of Camco design, which 
are new to the trade. One uses a pat- 
ented sheet turnover. The model shown 
was delivering, in addition to the usual 
single and four 32 pp. sections a series 
of double 16 pp. and double 32 pp. 
sections, each with a closed head. Sev- 
eral other models, including one demy 
folder, handling 87 different imposi- 
tions, were on view. (Camco Machin- 
ery, Ltd., Letchworth, Herts.) 

A simplification of guillotine work- 
ing was demonstrated in the Goodhale 
25” Challenge. To get any desired 
pressure between nil and 7000 lb., the 
mechanism is operated by springs, but 
is so designed that this pressure is 
pre-set before the knife descends to 
cut the paper. Thus the motor works 
on the upward movement of the knife 
to create the pressure, but on the 
downward stroke 100% of the power 
is used to cut the paper. (Goodhale 
Distributors, Ltd., 129 Brockley Rise, 
London, S.E.23.) 

A new rotary cutter plate shearing 
machine has a variable speed with 
hydraulic drive. Cuttings are extracted 
by vacuum. This machine has been 
deliberately developed to meet the 
British dollar shortage. Dimensions, 
18x24”, with an accuracy of tolerance 
of .0005” plus or minus. (Light, Sons 
and Williams, Salisbury Square, Lon- 
don, E.C.4.) 

Up to 30,000 books per hour, 
trimmed all three sides at once is the 
speed claimed for a new Johne con- 
tinuous three-knife trimmer. It is used 
for all types of books and periodicals,

Bindery 


Two new machines for the bindery 
are the Dandu book back compressor 
and a signature bundling press. Both 
are hydraulically operated. The com- 
pressor has jaws mounted at each end 
and can be used by two operators on 
different class of jobs. It exerts a pres- 
sure of 5-ll tons, works at 18-20 
strokes a minute and takes books up 
to 5” thickness. The maximum gap is 
6”, jaws 14” long and 3” high by 
34%” stroke. It needs a floor space of 
5’x2’x2™’ and is 34” high. The bun- 
dling press is portable. With three 
positions for setting, it has an inter- 
locking device. Pressure jaws are re- 
cessed in both directions with multi- 
ple grooves for the twine, and back 
supports are adjustable, regardless of 
signature size. Jaws are 10x10”, with 
a maximum distance of 21144” between 
them. (Geliot, Hurner, Ewen, Ltd., 66 
Paul St., London, E.C.2.) 

Ring binders continue to maintain 
popularity. The “Wire-O” form pro- 
vides an assortment of colours and 
has double wire loops, keeping every 
sheet in alignment top and bottom.

It al- 
lows longer runs, gives a better dot 
and is cheaper than conventional solu- 
tions.

Wilfred’s Rd., New Barnet, Herts.) 

And here must end these brief notes 
on some of the outstanding exhibits 
which were shown for the first time. 
At Olympia there were in all a total 
of 868 exhibitors, occupying some 
274,000 sq. ft. Of this space, the print- 
ing and stationery trades occupied 
nearly 65,000 sq. ft., there being 152 
separate exhibitors. At the whole Fair 
—Olympia, Earls Court and Birming- 
ham—2472 firms took space, aggregat- 
ing nearly a million square feet. 

It should be stressed that the Fair 
was primarily a trade affair, being re- 
stricted to goods produced in the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth and Empire; it was 
not a public exhibition. The many 
thousands of articles and equipment 
on show clearly demonstrated the re- 
covery which Britain is making and 
they justified the claim of “Britain’s 
Shop Window.”

Treatment of Illustrations 


Kenneth B. Butler, co-author of the 
article “The Face That Fits” that ap- 
peared on page 10 of the May issue of 
GAM, is the author of a book that should 
be very helpful to all concerned with 
illustrations in publications.

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All-Electronic Color Correction 
Machine Under Development by RCA 


An all-electronic color correction de- 
vice which is expected to provide the 
first economical means of achieving ac- 
curate color reproduction in the graphic 
arts is being guided through the final 
stages of development by the RCA Victor 
Division of the Radio Corporation of 
America, it was disclosed at the annual 
meeting of the Technical Association 
of the Graphic Arts. 

Completion of a laboratory model 
based on earlier work of scientists of 
the Interchemical Corporation was made 
known in a progress report presented 
by John S. Odell»of RCA Victor’s new 
products division. 

The new device represents a long step 
* toward means of establishing produc- 
tion line methods in this field, Mr. Odell 
said, and should give added impetus to 
the tremendous increase already apparent 
in the use of color in the printing in- 
dustry. 

“Science can never wholly replace art 
in color reproduction,” he said, “since 
accuracy in this field depends not only 
on color correction, but also on all the 
other steps in the printing process. In this 


new all-electronic device however, we 
have designed a means of color correc- 
tion with error limits of only plus or 
minus 2 per cent, and one that will 
make possible substantial savings in both 
time and money.” 

While details of the equipment were 
not divulged, Mr. Odell stated that the 
RCA model applies television techniques 
to the original Interchemical device to 
eliminate the mechanical part of the 
earlier electro-mechanical model. Instead 
of mounting the separation negatives on 
a heavy carriage and moving the latter 
over three fixed scanning lights, the RCA 
model employs a beam of light which is 
moved over three fixed separations. The 
heart of the equipment is a cathode-ray 
tube similar to the picture tube in a 
television set. It differs from the TV 
tube in that the moving spot of light 
takes approximately 10 minutes to scan 
the face of the tube instead of 1/30 
second. 


Kodak Experiments with New System 
of Quality, Low Cost Color Printing 

High quality color printing at a frac- 
tion of the usual cost is possible with a 
new system of offset lithography now 
being studied at Kodak Research Labo- 
ratories. 

Dr. Henry G. Staehle, a research as- 
sociate in the laboratories’ graphic arts 
research department, described the system 
in a talk on May 6 at the annual meeting 
of the Technical Association of the 
Graphic Arts, in Cleveland. 

The experimental color printing system 
designed especially for short press runs 
of from 1,000 to 5,000 copies—may 
bring full-color illustrations into many 
publications where high costs have ruled 
out color in the past. With conventional 
printing methods, platemaking and press 
operation costs are so high that they 
are normally prohibitive for short press 
runs. 

Dr. Staehle said the new system de- 
veloped as a part of Eastman Kodak

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Company’s graphic arts research program, 
would make color available to many pub- 
lications in scientific, medical and similar 
fields where color illustrations are very 
important, but where short press runs 
of only a few thousand copies are the 
rule. 

According to Dr. Staehle, the experi- 
mental process departs from conventional 
offset cclor printing methods in several 
ways: 

1. Printing is done in three colors 
instead of the usual four colors. Special 
inks are used. 

2. The process is based upon the 
use of 35mm Kodachrome slides. This 
standardization helps cut costs. 

3. All color correction is achieved 
photographically. There is no handwork 
at any stage of the process. 

4. Printing is done with 266-line 
halftones, while commercial printing is 
done largely with 120 or 133-line half- 
tones. 

5. Most of the color illustrations are 
printed on a simplified small offset press. 
The techniques used may also be ap- 
plicable to large press operation. 

6. Printing is done with Kodak’s ex- 
perimental Ektalith cellulose acetate plate 
for offset lithography. This is a grain- 
less lithographic plate capable of high 
quality reproduction. 

7. All registration with the exception 
of a final small adjustment on the press 
is achieved automatically by purely me- 
chanical methods. 

As in conventional offset lithography 
in color the new system has three main 
steps: preparation of color separation 
negatives, preparation of the printing 
plates, and finally, printing of the color 
reproductions. 

Standardization of the various steps 
in the process is the principal factor 
in reducing cost, he said. 

The Kodak research scientist said ex- 
periments with the new method are 
continuing. Several hundred subjects 
have already been reproduced in the 
tests, he said.

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Vocational Training for 
Disabled Korean Veterans 


At the conclusion of World War II 
many disabled veterans entered the 
graphic arts and allied fields in on-the- 
job or apprentice training under Public 
Law 16, 78th Congress, administered by 
the Veterans Administration. 

The benefits of Public Law 16 have 
now been extended to include disabled 
veterans of the Korean conflict through 
passage of Public Law 894, 81st Congress. 
It is expected that some of these veterans 
will seek to enter the graphic arts field; 
and it is hoped that the industry will as 
generously respond to the employment 
of these men as it did for the veterans 
of World War II. 

Although World War II was officially 
terminated on July 25, 1947, there still 
are some disabled veterans of that war 
seeking training. These are men recently 
discharged from hospitals or seeking re- 
entrance into training from schools or 
other jobs. 

Printers having any knowledge of job 
openings in the trade are asked to contact 
their nearest Veterans Administration Re- 
gional Office.

times to the varied letter forms used 
in the written and printed communica- 
tion of the Western World today.” James 
Hayes, calligrapher and authority in the 
domain of Roman letter forms, reported 
that it took six months for the project 
from the inception of the idea to the 
completion of the exhibit. About three 
months of research was required. The 
exhibit is the first of its type to be 
shown west of New York. 

In a short talk to the visitors, Mr. 
Hayes explained that the letters were 
not the invention of any one person, 
but represented 2500 years of experience 
of a vast number of people. The de- 
velopment of the letters was greatly 
influenced by the need for speed especial- 
ly in business writing, by the attempt 
to save vellum, and the tools used. The 
scribes, however, were not conscious of 
their change in script, since the trans- 
formation extended over a period of 
500 years. 

Mr. Hayes demonstrated the technique 
of the edged pen. This pen which was 
originally made from a cane or reed, 
cut to a chisel point, was used to shape 
all the written letters in the period of 
Latin script development except the 
Roman cursive. Mr. Hayes also demon- 
strated the development of serifs. 

The exhibit gives the viewer a great- 
er appreciation of the Roman letter. 
Mr. Hayes feels that a revival of in- 
terest in writing should be a welcome 
thing today. “Children, especially, should 
be taught to do lettering in metal, wood, 
tapestries, etc. so that they can learn to 
write letters rather than build them.” 
Calligraphers such as John Howard Ben- 
son and the late Edward Johnston of 
England have awakened interest in the 
making of fine Roman letters, both in 
the crafts and in handwriting.

Prior to registration the delegates were 
greeted at the hotel by “Benjamin Frank- 
lin” in the authentic costume. The busi- 
ness meeting began with the invocation 
by Raymond Blattenberger (Edward 
Stern & Co., Philadelphia). This was 
followed by the singing of the “Star- 
Spangled Banner” by Joseph Hickey, 
former president of the Philadelphia Club. 

Mr. Capello introduced Louis Walton 
Sipley, director of the American Museum 
of Photography and author of “Half 
Century of Color.” 

Mr. Sipley called attention to the inter- 
national exhibit at the American Museum 
of Photography, 338 S. 15th St., Phil- 
adelphia. The exhibits date back to 1880 
when the first halftone was printed by 
the lithographic process. 

At the Friday luncheon meeting, Frank 
Preucil (Chicago Rotoprint) spoke on 
“Standardization of Color.” 

In substance, he said that those who 
are thinking of staying in color printing 
must give consideration to standardization 
of process and those who will not do this 
will lose out in the competitive situation. 

Mr. Preucil also called for a better un- 
derstanding of the fundamentals of color 
as a step toward standardization. 

“Everyone in the shop,” Mr. Preucil 
said, “should see what they are doing in 
colors to the other steps of color process. 
The ink that goes on the paper is the 
concern of the cameraman, as well as 
the printer.” 

He also discussed the masking method 
of color correction. The main point in 
masking, he said, is the way it controls 
blacks and grays. 

Mr. Preucil said that on color correc- 
tion it is important to standardize on the 
purity of inks and masking must be ad- 
justed to the paper surface to be used. 
Samples of color should be available on 
various kinds of paper, and in correcting 
it should be known on what kind of pa- 
per they are going.

Pioneer Litho Firm Expands Space 

Goes Lithographing Company, pioneer 
Chicago color lithographing firm, has 
bought the four story brick structure at 
6320 S. Harvard Ave., Chicago, in a 
move to consolidate production and ware- 
housing facilities. 

Announcing the purchase Charles B. 
Goes says the growth of the Goes stock 
line of stock certificate and bond blanks, 
bordered blanks, calendars, calendar pads, 
sheet pictures, blotters, and specialty let- 
terheads made this expansion necessary. 
The 40,000 square feet in the Harvard 
Ave. plant boosts the total production 
capacity of the Goes firm to more than 
110,000 square feet. 

The Goes Company, since its founding 
in 1879, has been credited with many 
firsts in the field. Early pressrooms were 
near the present Washington and Wells 
St. intersection adjacent to the Chicago 
“Loop.” Later moves took the firm to 
Monroe and LaSalle Sts., to 160 W. 
Adams St. and, in 1902, to its block- 
long plant at 42 W. 6lst St. 

In this last location the firm pioneered 
both the Harris Offset Cylinder Press and 
Huebner-Blystein photocomposing ma- 
chinery. The specifications for the first 
Harris Press were those of Charles B. 
Goes, father and grandfather of members 
of the family now active in the Com- 
pany. The first successful photocompos-

ATF Announces Importation of 
Kelly and Little Giant Presses 


Thomas Roy Jones, board chairman of 
American Type Founders, Elizabeth, 
N. J., has announced that his company 
will import some of its letterpress equip- 
ment which is made in England under 
license by Vickers-Armstrongs Limited, 
subsidiary of Vickers Limited. Reason for 
the importation, according to Mr. Jones, 
is ATF’s inability to supply the demand 
of American printers and at the same 
time maintain the defense production 
schedules to which it is committed. 

Recently returned from a European 
trip which included visits to Sweden 
and Germany as well as to England, 
Mr. Jones explained that, because of dol- 
lar shortages which limited U. S. ex- 
ports to foreign countries, American 
Type Founders has been having some 
of its presses manufactured abroad for 
the past several years. “And now that 
we are in the position of being unable 
to supply the demand for our presses 
from our production facilities in the 
U. S. we are particularly fortunate in 


being able to call upon the facilities of 
our licensees to fill the gap,” said Mr. 
Jones. 

Press models which are currently sched- 
uled for importation from England are 
the Kelly Three (25x37”), the Style C 
Kelly (174%x224%"”) and the Model 6 
Little Giant (12x18”). They are identical 
in specifications to the units which are 
manufactured in the United States and 
will sell for the same price.
